The National Park Service 
closed the memorial Dec. 16, 
halting ferries out to the sunken 
battleship Arizona, because of 
the second government shut- 
down in less than a month. But 
that has not stopped the tourists. 

“On the first day, there were 
eight tour buses out there in the 
parking lot and it’s been like that 
ever since,” veteran Everett Hy- 
land said. 

Penny Spencer, a teacher 
from Springfield, Ore., said the 
shutdown foiled her plans to 
shoot some video of the memori- 
al to show her students. 

But the veterans’ stories sal- 
vaged the experience for her. 

“I’ll still have something to 
take back to the kids,” Spencer 
said. 
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
